Sparks From Mark 

We are always called to be renewed in our 
liturgy. A big push in Vatican II was the 
renewal of our liturgy which we continue 
today. Bishop Cupich in the next WRC lays 
the foundation for the continued renewal in 
our liturgies of the church of Western SD. 
Please take the time to read the Bishops 
article in title “Taking up the Synod Goal of 
Liturgical Renewal” which will help us to fill 
out the liturgy survey which we will be 
taking during our liturgy next weekend. I am 



excited about this process as we take the time 
to reflect more deeply on the celebration of 
the Eucharist in our lives as a parish and as a 
church. 

The second diocesan goal from the Diocesan 
Synod in 2002 called for the Diocese to 
provide assistance to parishes and individuals 
in improving the liturgy of our diocese. To 
begin to realize that goal, everyone from 
freshman in high school and older is asked to 
participate in a survey. Next weekend 
(October 22-23) a survey on our experience 
of the celebration of the Mass will be taken. 
Information from the surveys will be 
compiled and shared at the Pastoral Ministry 
Days in April of next year. The information 
gathered from the surveys will help the 
diocesan personnel determine ways to assist 
the parishes and individuals in improving the 
liturgy in our diocese. In preparation for this 
written survey, please read the front page and 
the bishop's column in the October issue of 
WRC published this week.
